wide. There I was treated 
like a 
I» east not a man. 
I was fed with pig’s 
swill mi a kind of monkey cage, w'here 
about 8 0 prisoners were packed, like 
» ardines in a box. 
Here, together with a herd of thieves, 
I was driven to work, to feed, to the 
trash place, Ac., under the constant 
brutal hallooing and commanding of 
the keepers, who, in most cases, ex­ 
hibit the education and manners of 
cowboys. To make it short I never 
witnessed, let alone experienced, a 
similar brutality to that ruling in 
this institution in any other prison. 
In this country such treatment seem» 
to be considered just and fair, at least 
the nuri\erou-i idlers that visited the 
prison day alter day and who special­ 
ly snuffed around me enjoyed it great­ 
ly. They wanted to crush me, but 
only increased a hundred fol« i my 
hatred and contempt for a society 
that has no other argument than the 
prison to refute id^as. 
I remain as I 
was before a Socialist, Communist. 
Atheist, and Anarchist, and will again 
defiantly unfold the banner of social 
revolution. 
I am ready, if it must be, 
to die for it. 
On me and Marat—I say here in the 
presence of the authorities, or their 
hirelings, a year ago they put me in 
prison, but they can’t do it now

The poorest may be 
safely warranted for a y« *ar, but even 
after that short time they begin to 
break, and those of the best quality 
will break after years ot constant and 
trying service. The writer has found 
that old crowbars, made of the best 
Swedish iron aiui u sed by th« - early 
settlers of New E n g la n d, ha\e f>econie 
so rotten that they could not he weld­ 
ed when broken and had an offensive 
smell when the welding heat was ap 
plie« ]. Formerly all iron was wrought 
by the trip hammer, which scattered 
all the brittle and worthless material, 
but the substitution of the roller» 
makes it possible to run bar» through 
which contain the poorest stock. Iron 
made from newly mined ore, « )ven if ol 
poorer quality, ts .» aftr than that in­ 
fo the manufacture oi which scrap iron 
is introduced, which is now imported 
in large quantities. 
The writer, as a 
practical iron worker, expresses the 
opinion that, as this scrap iron may 
be the old English bar iron, which six­ 
ty years ago was of little value except 
for heavy ties, it ie unfit for truss oi 
suspension bride*.

Men of th at ag e also remember when 
there were no teleg raphs, but all mes­ 
sag es had to be sent by the slow-g oing 
mails. 
Men twenty-five years old remember 
when there were no telephones, but all 
the 
messag es now spoken throug h 
them had to he sent by notes or s o ­ 
cial messeng ers. 
All these g rand and useful inventions 
have l>een made within the memory 
of men now living . The young er g en­ 
eration can never appreciate them as 
those do who remember the want of 
them, and therefore the g reat conven­ 
ience they are to tlie world. 
We often hear of “the g ood old days 
of yore.” 
Why deprive our children 
the enjoyment of those old 
days? 
Why not pass a law forbidding steam ­ 
boats from ploug hing the waters, rail­ 
roads from running on land,teleg raphs 
from sending messag es, telephones 
from being used, all furnace, steani- 
hea.ers.etc., to be taken out of houses j 
the stars, ami j and other building s, all g rates ;or i 
burning coal to be taken out,all-doves 
to lie melted for old iron, all water 
works in cities to be left empty, the 
use of all g as and other illuminators, 
except dipped tallow* canflles, to be 
disused, and really to g o back to the 
“g ood old times” say for five years. 
Then, if a t midnig ht, on

must be sent for instead of telephon­ 
ing for him. 
If one wishes to send a 
messag e to a distance, instead of tele­ 
g raphing he must write a letter and 
send it by stag es to a distant place 
and wait patiently for days or weeks 
for the answer.

Surrender of the French Armj 
a t Sedan. 


C a ssell'a Illu stra ted H isto r y of Eng la nd. 
The King of Prussia, 
perceiving 
from the heig hts of Frenois th a t Se­ 
dan had been set on fire by the bom­ 
bardment, ordered it to cease, and 
sent an officer of his staff with a flag 
of truce toward the fortress. The of­ 
ficer learned on his way th at the white 
flag was hang ing over the g ate; he 
therefore proceeded on his mission, 
was adm itted, and obtained an audi­ 
ence of the Emperor. The envoy be­ 
g an to speak of capitulation, but Na­ 
poleon answered th a t he could not 
dispose of the fate of the army; on 
th at subject he must fq >eak to General 
Wimpffen. The Emperor desired to 
surrender his own jierson into th e ; 
hands of the King of Prussia, and 
j 
sent 
to 
the 
latter, bv 
General 
Reille, who accompanied the German 
envoy on his return, a letter thus ex­ 
pressed:—“Monsieur, mon 
Frere,— | 
N’ayant pas pu mourir au milieu de 
mes troupes, il no me resteq u’aremet- 
tre mon epeeei.tre les mains de votre 
Majeste le bon frere, Napoleon. [Trans­ 
lation] “Sire my Brother,—Not hav­ 
ing been able to die in 
the 
midst 
of my troops nothing remains for me 
but to put my sword in the hand ol 
your Majesty." The King sent a cour­ 
teous reply, in which he prayed the 
Emperor to nominate and officer oi 
rank to neg otiate with the officer j 
whom he had named on his side, Gen 
eral Moltke.for thejcapitulationsof the 
French army. Wimpffen understood 
the sad and humiliating duty,and met 
Moltke at the Prussian headq uarters, 
in the villag eeof Dodchery. The French­ 
man t ried hard to obtain terms that fell 
short of an unconditional surrender. 
But the log ic of facts was ag ainst him, 
and Moltke, calm as fate, and cold as 
theg rave, unfolded to him with pitiless 
accuracy the full horor of the situa ) 
tion. Taking down a map he painted 
out upon it the position of several 
German corps, and of their butteries 
and observed, th at even if the French ' 
army resolved upon trying once mor# 
the chance of arms, it could not, coop 
od up as it was in Hedan, deploy into 
line, except after issuing throug h tlu 
g ates—an operation whiofacotniderini 
the position of tlie German g uns, 
could only result in the useless butch 
ery of brave men. Wimpffen arg ued , 
and protested but all to no purpose 
and Moltke informed him thut unle-- 
t hecapitulations were concluded befort 
nine o’clock next morning the Germar 
g uns would recommence their tire. 
Nothing remained but to 
submit. 
The terms of surrender were 
set 
tied at 6 o’clock on the morning ol 
the 2d. of September, and being rati 
tied by the King soon after came intc 
force. The Fiencharm y became pris­ 
oners of war, and all arms and ma 
terials of war, whether belong ing tc 
the army or the fortress were to la 
banded over by a French toaG erm an 
Commission, the officers were to re 
tain their freedom, their arms and 
their j» erso:iftl property on g iving theii 
word of honor not to serve ag ainst 
Germany during the continuance ol 
war. There were many officers, how 
ever, who preferred the nobler part 
of sharing the captivity with the men 
rather than renounce the rig ht o' 
bearing arms ag ainst Germany so lone 
as the war lasted. The wild excite 
merit, rag e and g rief which seu*d up­ 
on the soldiers, when they knew that 
they were to surrender their arms and 
g o into captivity, surpass the power 
of description. 
By batches of about 
a thousand at a time, they were tran> 
ported, during several days, by rail, 
to Saarbrock, and thence to various 
parts of Germany.

Gorman ties cut and ban ked last summer, 
hut belonging to E. C. Long A Co , are 
burned, also a considerable number of 
ties belonging to the Manitoba road, 
made by Brainerd p arties; the ¿linneap o- 
lis Northwestern Lumber Comp any lose 
some p ine logs.

Rosser, recently publish- 
wi, in which the la tter speaks of a pro­ 
posed trip to the Shenau loah valley by 
Gen. Sheridan,and denounces him for “ the 
wild, w anton w aste and d esolation which 
his barbarous torch spread through the 
v a lley ” during the war. After reading Ros- 
Ber’s philippic Gen. Sheridan said to your 
correspondent: 
R osser has n ot forgotten the whaling I 
gave him in the valley, and I am n ot sur­ 
prised th a t he loses tem per when ho recalls 
it. 
Yes, sir, when I was m oving dow n the 
valley 1 had an im p ortan t object in view 
and did n ot care to be annoyed. 
Rosser 
w as sent after me with a brigade, bu t I did 
n ot (o n sid e r it worth while to give him 
much a tten tion . 
Gen. T orb et’s division of 
cavalry formed the rear of 
my colum n, 
and I 
was 
confident 
he 
could 
take 
care 
of 
Rosser. 
O ccasionally 
R os­ 
ser 
would 
com e 
across sm all detach­ 
m ents o! our troops and would sw oop 
dow n upon them 
F inally it was reported 
to me th a t Ilosser had captured my pack 
train, and this m ade me mad. 
H aving the 
entire arm y right on the road, I galloped to 
the rear to find Torbet, determ ined to se t­ 
tle Ito-s-r. 
1 found th a t the train had 
not been captured, 
although it had en­ 
countered Ross r and w as coining in con­ 
siderably scattered and 
broken 
tip. 
I 
could n ot find T orbet and this 
added to 
m y rage. 
When I found him he was quiet­ 
ly enjoying him self at a farm house. I called 
him o u t and informed him 1 wanted R os­ 
ser cleaned out. and that if he could not 
do this I would take hi* division and do 
it myself. 
I concluded I would rem ain and 
see the work performed, and so inform ed 
T o rlx t. 
The 
iollowing 
morning, early, 
T orbet went after Rosser, w hose brigade 
w as struck with an im p etu osity 
th a t 
caused them to scatter. 
We stripped the 
enem y of everything he had captured—all 
his guns, except one which subsequently fell 
in to our hands, and all his baggage, includ­ 
ing R osser’s {tersonal effects.

T or­ 
bet pursued I to seer to New Market, a d is­ 
tance of about tw enty-five miles.

T his incident was 
doubly hum iliating to Rosser because he 
was hailed as the ‘Savior of tho valley.1 
H is men wore sm all laurel t w igs in their hats 
as an ind ication of their purpose to clean us 
out. Home tim e after this, when Rosser again 
ap[>eared in th a t vicinity, I understand 
the 
people advised 
him to

pum pkin vines for laurel, th a t plant being 
well 
known for running qualities. 
For 
those reusons I suppose Gen. R osser con­ 
tinues to feel unkind tow ard me. 
He sa y s 
th a t I have not atoned for my acts during 
the war. 
T h at is true. 
It never occurred 
to me th a t 1 was railed upon to do so.

w ant to add in this connection that 
I do 
n ot propot*e to m ake a trip to the Shen­ 
andoah valley the coming sum m er and had 
n ot thought of ho doing. I visited the valley 
la*t sum m er in com pany with Senator Cam­ 
eron of P en nsylvan ia and was h ospitably 
received by the people, none of whom ex­ 
hibited any of the bitterness 
of feeling 
th a t is expressed in Gen. Rosser ’a letter. I 
understand R osser is now living in the 
valley, and as he intends to becom e a can­ 
did ate for congress, his letter w as d ou b t­ 
less written for effect upon his com ing po­ 
litical cam paign.

was recognized as the heir, and was 
educated accordingly. It is curious 
to note while the child wan still in 
short clothes the old duchess of Saxe- 
Coburg, and the king of the Belgians 
had already picked out a husband 
for her in the shape of her cousin, 
Albert of 8axe-Gotha, who was born 
three month© after her. 
William IV died shortly after mid­ 
night. The ministers oi state, who 
had been extiecting the event, arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury, and the officers 
of the privy council, were promptly 
summoned; the archbishop and the 
three others rode out to Kensington, 
where the duchess of Kent, lived. 
They arrived there at five a. ra. Not 
one of them knew the princess in­ 
timately.

Two years after the accession Prince 
Albert came to England “with the in­ 
tention of telling her that if she could 
not then make up her mind he could 
no longer wait for a decision.” What 
this little German petty Prin;e would 
have dons if the queen n&d dsolined to 


make up her mind does not appear. 
But great pressure was brought to 
bear upon her majesty. 
If she bad 
died childless the duke of Cumberland, 
a wretch stained with every crime and 
monstrously unpopular, would have 
succeeded. 
We may be sure that Lord 
Melbourne advised her that delay was 
dangerous. 
He said: “You will be 
much more comfortable; a woman can­ 
not stand alone.” On October 15th 
the queen sent a message to Albert 
that she desired to see him in her 
room. He thus describes the scene in 
a letter to his grandmother: 
“The 
queen 
sent 
for 
me 
alone 
to 
her 
room 
and 
declared 
to me 
in a genuine outburst of love and af­ 
fection that I had gained her whole 
heart and would make her intensely 
happy if I would make her the sacri­ 
fice of sharing my life with her. The 
joyous openness of manner in wiiich 
she told me this quite enchanted me 
and I was carried away by it.” No 
doubt. 
Next month she summoned her pri­ 
vy council and informed them of her 
intention to ally herself in marriage 
with Prince Albert. She read her dec­ 
laration, and 1 felt,” says she, “that 
my hands shook, but I did not make 
onesingle mistake.” When parliament 
met in January, 1840, she repeated 
her declaration to them with perfect 
compoi-ure, and asked for a grant of 
$250,000 a year for the prince. Par­ 
liament gave him $150,000. 
Tiie marriage was a happy one from 
the start to the end. Husband and 
wife were wrapped up in each other 
and in their children. For the first 
year or two Prince Albert was not 
present at the meetings between the 
queen and her ministers; but after­ 
wards he was always expected at the 
council tables. 
But their happiest 
times were when they were playing to­ 
gether—both were accomplished mu­ 
sicians; or etching portraits of their 
children; or ringing under the leader­ 
ship of I^ablache. 
Albert laid down 
for himself two rules, in order to si­ 
lence scandal, which had been so rife 
under previous reigns, and likewise to 
obviate jealousy on the part of hia 
wife—lie would pay no visits and would 
go now here unattended by an equerry. 
This was his rule through life, and it 
aceompli.-hed his object. No breath 
of scandal ever tarnished his reputa­ 
tion. 
Twenty years ago the queen pub­ 
lished a volume containing her diary 
during her journey to Scotland, and 
fifteen years later this was followed 
by a second volume on the same sub­ 
ject. coming down to 1882. 
The 
books are interesting because they 
constitute a forty years’diary written 
by a queen regnant. The thoughts 
are trivial, the observations trite, the 
style uncultured; 
they refl*3Ct the 
mind of a commonplace, honest, kind­ 
ly woman, who might have been as 
much at home a* the wife of a retail 
grocer as the queen of England and 
empress of India. Tlius .she tells us: 
“i are some oatmeal porridge for 
breakfast and found it very nice;” “1 
-aw a woman in the river with her 
dre-s tucked up almost to her knees, 
washing potatoes; ’ “Dundee is a very 
large place; the situation ol the town 
is very fine, but the town stself is not 
so;” “Albert observed that it was al­ 
ways said that parents live i their 
liws over again in their children, 
winch is a very pleasant feeling,” 
with hundreds of equally striking 
and profound remarks. 
8ti.ll it i* 
pleasant to read a queen's 
remark 
that “during the voyage I was always 
able to give Vicky (the present crown 
princess of Germany) 
her lessons,” 
an l “I always try, when possible, to 
hear the children say tbeir prayers my­ 
self.” On the occasion of t he death of 
the duke of Wellington the queen rises 
above her usual level in a few noble 
sentences expressing her loss. 
And 
the a* count of the betrothal of the 
Princess Victoria is so neat that we 
mu-t quote it: 
“Prince Fred'-riek 
William of Prussia had already spo­ 
ken to u- of his wishes with regard to 
our dear Victoria, but we were uncer 
ta.n, on account of her cxtremeyouth, 
whether he should speak to her him­ 
self, or wait till he came bat.k again. 
However, we*felt it better lie should do 
so; anddurmgour ride this afternoon, 
h© picked a piece of white heather—* 
the emblem of good luck—which he gave 
to her,and this enabled him to wake 
an allusion to his hopes and wishes 
they rode down the glen, which led 
to the happy conclusion.” There isn’t 
much difference, when it comes to 
wooing, between princes and cobblers. 
The diary, read in connection with 
ot her publications by the queen,shows 
us two sides of her character. One is 
the goo i, kindly w oman going around 
with flannel petticoats for old women, 
and passionately devoted to her chil­ 
dren; the other is the monarch.keenly 
attentive to public business. She is < 
interesting in both points of view. 
Perhaps the most pathetic pas-age> 
of the diary are those in which she de­ 
scribes the receipt of the news of the 
death of the prince imperial. Whether 
or no he was engaged to Princess 
Beatrice, there can be no doubt that 
the queen and her daughter were very 
fond of him. The news could not have , 
shocked them more had it been the 
death of one of their own family. It 
reached the queen on the eve of the 
anniversary of her accession, but, as 
she says, she had no heart forcelebra- I 
tious. 
All gala was postponed. An­ 
other pleasant picture is the receipt of 
the 
news of the battle of Tel el- j 
Kebir. The 
queen, 
Beatrice and ! 
Louise, 
wife 
of 
the 
duke 
of 
Connaught, were staying at Balmoral 
when VVolseley’s telegram announcing 
the victory reached her majesty. 
He 
took care to mention that the duke 
of Connaught had distinguished him­ 
self, and was safe. Straight, these 
two women, his mother ana his wife, 
fell upon each other’s necks and wept 
in concert, as women will do on re­ 
ceipt of good or bad news, either. A 
few days afterward the mails came, 
and Louisa had a long letter from the 
duke. The queen went to her room 
and “dear Louischen read me parts 
of Arthur's letter.” 
“Parts” is good. 
At the beginning of this paper it was 
said that the queen began public life 
as a whig. 
She soon learned that to 
get aloug comfortably she must, in 
Lord Melbourne’s phrase, “Hold out 
the olive branch tothetories.” Albert 
speedily t ook a strictly non-partisan 
position and after a time she followed 
his example. 
Indeed, from about 
1845, she has taken little part in do­ 
mestic politics. 
Whatever minister 
parliament wanted was acceptable to 
her. But she has always taken an 
active part in foreign politics. 
In­ 
deed, it might be said of her to some 
extent that she has always been her 
own foreign minister. 
She has more 
than once—as in the Don Pacifico af­ 
fair—given way against her judgment 
to the ministry of the day, but never 
without remonstrance. 
When Lord 
Palmerston sent foreign dispatches 
without consulting her, she protested, 
and directed him in writing not oniy 
to communicate all dispatches to her 
before sending them off, but to “give 
the queen a reasonable time to ac­ 
quaint herself with their contents.” 
YY'hen Palmerston neglected to comply 
with this request she insisted on his 
resignation. When Lord John Rus­ 
sell wrote an irritating dispatch on 
fhe Trent affair, intending to provoke 
this country into war, she and Prince 
Albert modified it, and insisted on its 
being sent as modified. The theory 
of the British constitutional system 
is that the monarch is a puppet in the 
hands of the minstry; but Queen Vic­ 
toria, in foreign matters, has a decid­ 
ed will of her own, and few British 
statesmen care to test the extent of 
her prerogative. 
The queen's life has been divided 
thus far into three parts; her child­ 
hood, eighteen years; her married life, 
twenty-one 
years; 
her 
sorrowing 
widowhood, twenty-six years. If, as 
is possible, she would live to the age 
of the German emperor, she would 
have a fourth period of over twenty 
years, of possible usefulness.

On his prison—They put me into a 
sffiit which would have been very ap­ 
propriate for a scarecrow, shaved me 
once a week for six months with a 
blunt 
razor, gave me 
work in a 
smithy, and thrust me into a dark 
cavern seven feet long and throe feet 
wide. There I was treated 
like a 
beast not a man. I was fed with pig’s 
swillTn a kind of monkey cage, where 
about 80 prisoners were packed, like 
sardines in a box. 
Here, together with a herd of thieves, 
I was driven to work, to feed, to the 
wash place, Jrc., under the constant 
brutal hallooing and commanding of 
the keepers, who, in most cases, ex­ 
hibit the education and manners of 
cowboys. To make it short I never 
witnessed, let alone experienced, a 
similar brutality to that ruling in 
this institution in any other prison. 
In this country such treatment seems 
to be considered just and fair, at least 
the nuriierous idlers that visited the 
prison day after day and who special­ 
ly snuffed around me enjoyed it great­ 
ly. They wanted to crush me, but 
only increased a hundred fold my 
hatred and contempt for a society 
that has no other argument than the 
prison to refute ideas. I remain as I 
was before a Socialist, Communist, 
Atheist, and Anarchist, and will again 
defiantly unfold the banner of social 
revolution. 
I am ready, if it must be, 
to die for it. 
On me and Marat—I say here in the 
presence of the authorities, or their 
hirelings, a year ago they put me in 
prison, but they can’t do it now. 
Cheers.] Then workingmen did not 
understand, but they do now. 
[Voice 
—“Three cheers for Anarchy!”] I will 
stick to the red flag as long as I have 
one drop of blood in my body. This 
assembly is the’Supreme Court of New 
York. Let Recorder Smyth and his 
hirelings know it. 
When Marat was 
called back to Paris the head of the 
French King was cut from hie shoul­ 
ders. 
Voice—“8o be it with all Hew­ 
itts!”] 
I did not come t o America to 
fight a few American political loafers. 
Let all those who have been against 
me know it. 


A Good S c h o o l. 
One of the most interesting schools 
in the city of New York is connected 
with and supported by the firm of 
Hoe & Company, manufacturers of 
saws and printing presses. The firm 
employs about a thousand men, and 
usually has in its shops two hundred 
and fifty boys learning their trade. To 
construct the immen-e and rapid 
printing pre-re now used requires the 
most accurate and skillful machinist*, 
and t lie Hoe brothers perceived that 
boys at present have not a fair chance 
to acquire accuracy and skill. 
Accordingly, some time ago, they 
founded their school, in which their 
apprentices receive, five evenings in 
each week, nine months in the year, 
the best instruction in the principles 
of their trade. 
Two skillful draught-men give in­ 
struction in machine drawing. Other 
teachers carry the boy> forward in 
arithmetic, 
algebra and geometry. 
The principles of mechanic* are thor­ 
oughly taught, as weli as illustrated 
ay apparatus. Occasionally a short 
lecture is given on tbe richts and du­ 
ties of a citizen, or on some interest­ 
ing point of history or geography. 
At six o’clock in the evening, when 
the day’s work is over, the boys find 
ready for them near the school rooms 
a lunch, which is f urn is lied free by the 
firm to save the boys from lo-re ot 
time in going hon e. At half past six 
the session begins, and 1 a<-1e- an hour 
and a half and the pupils have still a 
good part of tbe evening at their dis­ 
posal. 
The school is equally beneficial to 
the apprentices and to the enlightened 
men who employ them. The boys get 
knowledge of geometry and mechanics; 
the firm gets knowledge of the boys. 
When an apprentice shows superior 
intelligence , manual dexterity,or bus­ 
iness aptitude, the firm knows it, and 
in due time he is placed where he will 
do most good to himself and to them. 


O rigin o f O sculation. 
The “British Apollo,” when asked 
why kissing was so popular, what its 
benefit, and who its inventor, replied; 
“Ah, madarne, had you a lover you 
would not come to Apollo tor a solu­ 
tion; since there is 110 di-pute but tho 
kisses of mutual lovers give infinite 
satisfaction.

Henry’s time, when Cavendish visited 
a French nobleman at his own chat­ 
eau, the mistress of the house at the 
head ot her maidens thus greeted him: 
“For as much as ye be an Englishman, 
whose custom it is in your » ountry to 
kiss all ladies and gentlewomen with­ 
out offense, and although it be net so 
here in this realm, yet will I be so 
bold as to kiss you, and so shall all 
my maidens.” 
Erasmus, grave and 
staid scholar as he was, writes en­ 
thusiastically of the practice: “Ifyou 
go to any place you are received with 
a kiss by all; if you depart on a jour­ 
ney you arc dismissed with a Kiss;you 
return—kisses are exchanged; 
they 
come to visit y o u -a kiss the first 
thing; they leave you—you kiss them 
all round. Do they meet you any­ 
where—kisses in abundance. Lastly, 
wherever you move, there is nothing 
but kisses—and if you had but once 
tasted them! how soft they are! how 
fragrant! on my honor you would not 
wish to reside here for 10 vears only, 
but for life.”—All the Year Round. 


The D ecay o f Iron. 


B oston Journal. 
Mr. David Stiles of Middleton, who 
has been a practical worker in iron 
with his own hands for more than fifty 
years, lias written an interesting let­ 
ter to the Salem Gazette, in which he 
shows by observation that iron rots 
from age. He says that the continual 
jar has the effect to weaken the tensile 
strength of iron, which statement he 
illustrates by saying that the step of 
a carriage when new may lie bent back 
and forth without breaking, but after 
a few years’ service it will break, no 
matter how well preserved. Thesame 
loss of tensile strength is noted in car­ 
riage springs. The poorest may be 
safely warranted for a year, but even 
after that short time they begin to 
break, and those of the best quality 
will break after years of constant and 
trying service. The writer has found 
that old crowbars, made of the best 
Swedish iron and used by the early 
settlers of New England, have become 
so rotten that they could not be weld­ 
ed when broken and had an offensive 
smell when the welding heat was ap­ 
plied. Formerly all iron was wrought 
by the trip hammer, which scattered 
all the brittle and worthless material, 
but the substitution of the rollers 
makes it possible to run bars through 
which contain the poorest stock. I ron 
made from newly mined ore, even if ol 
poorer quality, is safer than that in­ 
to the manufacture of which scrap iron 
is introduced, which is now imported 
in large quantities. The writer, as a 
practical iron worker, expresses the 
opinion that, as this scrap iron may 
be the old English bar iron, which six­ 
ty years ago was of little value except 
for heavy ties, it is unfit for tru©« o* 
suspension bridpo.

But their happiest

Albert laid down 
for himself two rules, in order to si­ 
lence scandal, which had been so rife 
under previous reigns, and likewise to 
obviate jealousy on the part of his 
wife—he would pay no visits and would 
go nowhere unattended by an equerry. 
This was his rule through life, and it 
accomplished his object. No breath 
of scandal ever tarnished his reputa­ 
tion. 
Twenty years ago the queen pub­ 
lished a volume containing her diary 
during her journey to Scotland, and 
fifteen years later this was followed 
by a second volume on the same sub­ 
ject, coming down to 1882. 
The 
books are interesting because they 
constitute a forty years’diary written 
by a queen regnant. The thoughts 
are trivial, the observations trite, the 
style uncultured; 
they reflect the 
mind of a commonplace, honest, kind­ 
ly woman, who might have been as 
much at home as the wife of a retail 
grocer as the queen of England and 
empress of India. Thus she tells us: 
“I ate some oatmeal porridge for 
breakfast and found it very nice;” “I 
saw a woman in the river with her 
dre^s tucked up alm ost to her knees, 
washing potatoes; 
“Dundee is a very 
large place; tile situation oi the town 
is very fine, but the town itself is not 
so;” “Albert observed that it was al­ 
ways said that parents live I their 
lives over again in their children, 
which is a very pleasant feeling,” 
with hundreds of equally striking 
and profound remarks.

Here, together with a herd of thieves, 
I was driven to work, to feed, to the 
wash place, Ac., under tile constant 
brutal hallooing and commanding of 
the keepers, who, in most cases, ex­ 
hibit the education and manners of 
cowboys. To make it short I never 
witnessed, let alone experienced, a 
similar brutality to that ruling in 
this institution in any other prison. 
In this country such treatment seems 
to be considered Mist and fair, at least 
the numerous idlers that visited the 
prison day atter day and who special­ 
ly snuffed around me enjoyed it great­ 
ly. They wanted to crush me, but 
only increased a hundred fold my 
hatred and contempt for a society 
that has no other argument than the 
prison to refute id*-as. 
I remain as I 
was before a Socialist, Communist, 
Atheist, and Anarchist, and will again 
defiantly unfold the banner of social 
revolution. 
I am ready, if it must be, 
to die for it. 
On me and Marat—I say here in the 
presence of the authorities, or their 
hirelings, a year ago they put me in 
prison, but they can’t do it now. 
;Cheers.]

Other 
teachers carr}* the boy# forward in 
arithmetic, 
algebra and geometry. 
The principles of me* hanic-are thor­ 
oughly taught, a* well as illustrated 
ay apparatus. 
Occasionally a short 
lecture i3 given on the rights and d u ­ 
ties of a citizen, or on some interest­ 
ing point of history or geography. 
At six o ’clock in the evening, when 
the day’s work is over, the boys find 
ready for them near the school room s 
a lunch, which is furnished free by the 
firm to save the boys from lo#* of 
tim e in goinir home.

the good, kindly woman going around 
with flannel petticoats for old women, 
and passionately devoted to her chil­ 
dren; the other is the monarch.keenly 
attentive to public business. 
She is 
interesting in both points of view. 
Perhaps the most pathetic passages 
of the diary are those in which she de­ 
scribes the receipt of the news of the 
death of the prince imperial. Whether 
or no he was engaged to 
Princess 
Beatrice, there can beno doubt that 
the queen and her daughter were very 
fond of him. The news could not have 
shocked them more had it been the 
death of one of their own family. 
It 
readied the queen on the eve of the 
anniversary of her accession, but, as 
she says, she had no heart for celebra­ 
tions. 
All gala was postponed. 
An­ 
other pleasant picture is tile receipt of 
the 
news of the battle of Tel el- 
Kebir. The

Connaught, were staying at Balmoral 
when Wolseley’s telegram announcing 
the victory7 reached her majesty. 
He 
took care to mention that the duke 
of Connaught had distinguished him­ 
self, and was safe. 
Straight, 
these 
two women, his mother and his wife, 
fell upon each other’s necks and wept 
in concert, as women will do on re­ 
ceipt of good or bad news, either. 
A 
few days afterward the mails came, 
and Louisa had a long letter from the 
duke. The queen went to her room 
and “dear Louisehen read me parts 
of Arthur’s letter.” 
“Parts” is good. 
At the beginning of this paper it was 
said that the queen began public life 
as a whig. 
She soon learned that to 
get along comfortably she must, in 
Lord Melbourne’s phrase, “Hold out 
the olive branch to the tories.” Albert 
speedily t ook a strictly non-partisan 
position and after a time she followed 
his example. 
Indeed, 
from about 
1845, she has taken little part in do­ 
mestic politics. 
Whatever minister 
parliament wanted was acceptable to 
her. 
But she has always taken an 
active part in foreign politics. 
In­ 
deed, it might be said of her to some 
extent that she has always been her 
own foreign minister. 
She has more 
than once—as in the Don Pacifico af­ 
fair—given way against her judgment 
to the ministry of the day, but never 
without remonstrance. 
When Lord 
Palmerston sent foreign dispatches 
without consulting her, she protested, 
and directed him in writing not only 
to communicate all dispatches to her 
before sending them off, but to “give 
the queen a reasonable time to ac­ 
quaint herself with their contents.” 
When Palmerston neglected to comply 
with this request she insisted on his 
resignation. 
When Lord John Rus­ 
sell wrote an irritating dispatch on 
file Trent affair, intending to provoke 
this country into war, she and Prince 
Albert modified it. and insisted on its 
being sent as modified. The theory 
of the British constitutional system 
is that the monarch is a puppet in the 
hands of the minstry; but Queen Vic­ 
toria, in foreign matters, has a decid­ 
ed will of her own, and few British 
statesmen care to test the extent of 
her prerogative. 
The queen’s life has been divided 
thus far into three parts; lier child­ 
hood, eighteen years; her married life, 
twenty-one 
y7ears; 
her 
sorrowing 
widowhood, twenty-six years. 
If, as 
is possible, she would live to the age 
of the German emperor, she would 
have a fourth period of over twenty 
years, of possible usefulness.

“Ah, madame, had you a lover you 
would not come to Apollo tor a solu­ 
tion; *ince there is no dispute but the 
kisses of mutual lovers give infinite 
satisfaction. 
As to its invention it is 
certain that nature was its author, 
and it began w ith the first courtship.” 
It seems difficult to conceive of a time 
when kissing was unknown in this isl­ 
and, and yet a Scandinavian tradi­ 
tion states that kissing was first in­ 
troduced into England by Rowena, the 
beautiful daughter of Hengist. 
In Ed­ 
ward the IV.’s reign it was usual for a 
guest, both on his ana val and at his 
departure, to kiss his hostess and all 
the ladies of lier family. 
Again, in 
Henry’s time, when Cavendish visited 
a French nobleman at his own chat­ 
eau, the mistress of the house at the 
head ot her maidens thus greeted him: 
“For as much as ye be an Englishman, 
whose custom it is in your country to 
kiss all ladies and gentlewomen with­ 
out offense, and although it be net so 
here in this realm, yet will I be so 
bold as to kiss you, and so shall all 
my maidens.” 
Erasmus, grave and 
staid scholar as he was, writes en­ 
thusiastically of the practice: 
“ Ifyou 
go to any place you are received with 
a kiss by7 all; if you depart on a jour­ 
ney you arc dismissed with a Kiss; you 
, return—kisses are exchanged; 
they 
I come to visit you—a kiss the first 
I thing; they leave you—you kiss them 
j all round. Do they meet you any- 
I where—kisses in abundance. Lastly, 
I wherever you move, there is nothing 
but kisses—and if you had but once 
tasted them! how soft they are! how 
fragrant! on my honor you would not 
wish to reside here for IG vears only, 
but for life.”—All the Year Round. 


T he D eca y o f Iron. 


B oston Journal. 
Mr. David Stiles of Middleton, who 
has been a practical worker in iron 
with his own hands for more than fifty 
years, has w ritte n an interesting let­ 
ter to the Salem Gazette, iii which he 
shows by observation that iron rots 
from age. He says that the continual 
jar has the effect to weaken the tensile 
strength of iron, which statem ent he 
illustrates by saying that the step oi 
a carriage when new may lie bent back 
and forth without breaking, but after 
a few7 years’ service it will break, no 
matter how’ well preserved. The same 
loss of tensile strength is noted in car­ 
riage springs. The poorest may be 
safely warranted for a year, but even 
after that short time they7 begin to 
break, and those of the best quality 
will break after years ol constant and 
trying service. The writer has found 
that old crow'bars, made of the best 
Swedish iron and used by the early 
settlers of New England, lia\e become 
so rotten that they could not be weld­ 
ed when broken ami bad ail offensixe 
smell when the welding heat was ap­ 
plied. Formerly all iron was wrought 
by the trip hammer, which scattered 
all the brittle and worthless material, 
but the substitution of the rollers 
makes it possible to run bars through 
which contain the poorest stock. Iron 
made from newly mined ore, even if of 
poorer quality, is safer than that in­ 
to the manufacture of which scrap iron 
is introduced, which is now imported 
in large quantities. 
The writer, as a 
practical iron worker, expresses the 
opinion that, as this scrap iron may 
be the old English bar iron, which six­ 
ty years ago was of little value except 
for heavy ties, it is unfit for truse ot 
•uipenaion b rid ge

ficer learned on his way t h a t th e white 
flag w as hanging over th e gate; he 
therefore proceeded on his mission, 
was a d m itte d , a n d o b ta in ed a n au d i­ 
ence of the E m peror. 
T he envoy be­ 
gan to speak of cap itu latio n , b u t N a­ 
poleon answ ered t h a t he could n o t 
dispose of the fate of th e arm y ; on 
t h a t subject he m u st speak to General 
Wiinpffen. 
T he E m p ero r desired to 
surrender his own person in to the 
h an d s of th e King of P russia, and 
sent 
to 
th e 
la tte r, by 
General 
Reille, who accom panied th e G erm an 
envoy on his retu rn , a letter th u s ex­ 
pressed:—“ Monsieur, 
m on 
F rere ,— 
N’a y a n t p as pu m ourir au milieu df 
mes tro u p es, il no me re s te q u ’a remet- 
tre m on epeeei.tie les m ains de votre 
Majeste le bon frere, Napoleon. [T ra n s­

y o u r M ajesty.” 
T he King sent a co u r­ 
teous reply, in which he pray ed the

th e officer 
whom he h ad nam ed on his side, Gen­ 
eral M oltke.for th ejcap itu latio n so f the 
French arm y . 
Wiinpffen u n derstood 
th e sa d a n d hum iliating d u ty ,a n d met 
M oltke a t th e P ru ssia n h ea d q u a rte rs, 
in the villagee of Dodchery. T he F rench­ 
m an t ried h a rd to o b ta in term s t h a t fell 
s h o rt of an u n co n d itio n al surrender. 
B ut th e loeic of facts was against him, 
an d M oltke, calm as fate, a n d cold as 
the grave, unfolded to him with pitiless 
accuracy the full h o ro r of th e s itu a ­ 
tion. 
T aking dow n a m a p he painted 
o u t upon it th e position of several 
G erm an corps, an d of their batteries; 
a n d observed, t h a t even if the French 
a rm y resolved upon trying once more 
th e ch an ce of arm s, it could n o t,c o o p 
ed u p as it was in Sedan, deploy into 
line, except after issuing th ro u g h the 
gates—an o p era tio n which com iderim. 
the p o sitio n of the G erm an guns, 
could only result in th e useless hutch 
ery of b ra v e men. 
Wimpffen argued 
an d p ro tested b u t all to no purpose; 
an d M oltke inform ed him t h a t unless 
t h e c a p itu la tio n s were concluded before 
n ine o ’clock next m orning the German 
guns would recom m ence their 
lire.

Men of t h a t age also rem em ber when 
no s te a m b o a ts crossed th e ocean, a n d 
it was believed t h a t they never could, 
b u t now h u n d red s of steam sh ip s are 
plowing every 
ocean, reducing the 
tim e of crossing tlie A tlantic from 
weeks to day s. 
Men forty-five y ears old rem em ber 
when th ere was no electro plating, b u t 
everything in t h a t line was d en e in the 
old fashioned, slow way. 
Men of t h a t age also rem em ber when 
there were no telegraphs, b u t all m es­ 
sages h ad to be sent by the slow-going 
mails.

Surrender of the French Armj 
at Sedan. 


Cassell’s Illustrated History of England. 
T he King of 
P russia, 
perceiving 
from th e heights of Frenois t h a t Se­ 
d an h ad been set on fire by th e bom ­ 
b ardm ent, ordered it to cease, and 
sent an officer of his staff with a flag 
of truce to w ard the fortress. 
T he of­ 
ficer learned on his way t h a t th e white 
flag was hanging over the gate; he 
therefore proceeded on his mission, 
was ad m itted , an d obtained an audi­ 
ence of the Em peror. 
The envoy be­ 
gan to speak of capitulation, b u t N a­ 
poleon answered t h a t he could n o t 
dispose of the fate of the arm y; on 
t h a t subject he m u st speak to General 
Wimpffen. 
The E m peror desired to 
surrender his own person into the 
hands of the King of P russia, aud 
sent 
to 
the 
latter, by 
General 
Refile, who accom panied th e Germ an 
envoy on his return, a letter th u s ex­ 
pressed:—“ Monsieur, 
m on 
Frere,— 
N ’a y a n t p as pu m ourir au milieu de 
mes troupes, ii no me re ste q u ’areinet- 
tre m on epeeei.tre lea m ains de votre 
Majeste Ie bon frere, Napoleon. [T ran s­ 
lation] “ Sire my B rother,—N ot h a v ­ 
ing been able to die in 
the 
midst 
of m y tro o p s nothing rem ains for me 
b u t to p u t my sw ord in the h an d ol 
yo u r M ajesty.” 
The King sent acour- 
teous reply, in which he prayed the 
E m peror to n o m inate and officer ol 
ran k to negotiate with th e officer 
w hom he had nam ed on his side, Gen­ 
eral Moltke.for thejcapitulationsof'the 
French arm y . 
Wimpffen understood 
the sad an d hum iliating d u ty ,an d met 
Moitke a t th e P russian h eadquarters, 
in the villageeof Dodchery. The French­ 
m an t ried h ard to o b tain term s th a t fell 
s h o rt of an unconditional surrender. 
B ut th e logic of facts was against him, 
an d Moitke, calm as fate, and cold aa 
the grave, unfolded to him with pitiless 
accuracy the full h o ro r of the situs*- 
tion. 
T aking down a m ap he painted 
o u t upon it th e position of several 
G erm an corps, and of their bat teries; i 
an d observed, t h a t even if the French 
arm y resolved upon trying once more 
the chance of arm s, it could not, coop 
cd up as it was in Sedan, deploy into I 
line, except after issuing through the I 
gates—an operation w hichcom iderinc 
the position of the G erm an guns, 
could only result in th e useless butch 
ery of b rav e men. 
Wimpffen argued j 
an<i protested b u t all to no purpose; j 
an d M oitke informed hun t h a t unless 
th ecap itu la tio n s were concluded before 
nine o ’clock next morning the German | 
guns would recommence their 
lire. 
N othing rem ained b u t to 
subm it. 
T he term s of surrender were 
set­ 
tled a t 6 o ’clock on the m orning o! 
the 2d. of September, an d being rati 
tied fiy the King soon after cam e into 
force. 
The F te n c h a rm y became pris­ 
oners of war, an d all a rm s and m a ­ 
terials of war, whether belonging to 
the arm y or the fortress were to la 
handed over by a French to a German 
Commission, th e officers were to re 
ta in their freedom, their arm s and 
their personal p ro p erty on giving their 
word of h o n o r n o t to serve against 
G erm any during the continuance o! 
war. 
There were m any officers, how ­ 
ever, who preferred the nobler part 
of sharing the cap tiv ity with the men 
ra th e r th a n renounce the right o! 
bearing a rm s against G erm any so lone 
as the war lasted. 
T he wild excite­ 
ment, rage an d grief which seized u p ­ 
on the soldiers, when they knew th a t 
they were to surrender their a rm s and 
go into captivity, su rp ass the power 
of description. 
By batches of about 
a th o u sa n d a t a time, they were tr a n s ­ 
ported, during several days, by rail, 
to Saarbrock, an d thence to various 
p a rts of G erm any.

Considerable Property Licked Up in Flames. 


The recent volum es of smoke in an up 
river direction are solved by G. 8. Can­ 
field’s river men who returned this m orn­ 
ing from fighting fire for three days past. 
Fires have sw ept the south-east bank 
for several miles, and southw ard into the 
country for a long distance. 
The whole 
of tow ns 45-30 beyond W hiteley’s, and 
two tow nships north-east are sw ept over 
and everything destroyed except w hat 
the settlers have saved by fierce fighting. 
T he burned area is twelve to fifteen miles 
square. 
The German settlem ent about

Ludw ig, 
Fisher 
and 
John 
Behind had the most trouble. 
There 
was considerable good pine about there 
and it has been extensively injured. 
But 
the river bank fire was m ost destructive 
and scarce any thing is left, of ties, 
wood and logs for the four miles south 
from T oronto’s, on this side. 
G. 8. Can­ 
field has suffered most, losing upw ard of 
200 cords of wood and over 1,000 ties, 
many of them w hite oak. 
Most of the 
Gorm an ties cut and banked last sum m er, 
but belonging to E. C. Long & Co , are 
burned, also a considerable num ber of 
ties belonging to the M anitoba road, 
m ade by B rainerd parties; the M inneapo­ 
lis N orthw estern Lum ber Com pany lose 
some pine logs. 
Up to last n ig h t the 
fires were still burning far away, extend­ 
ing slowly tow ard Deerwood station, 
it 
is so dry th at the swam ps are no assist­ 
ance to checking the flames, which leap 
across in the tall grasses even w here 
w ater is plenty underneath. 
Rain is 
greatly needed, and only th a t can effect 
wally check the fire. 


On Tuesday evening 
as Policem an 
Derooch was passing the residence of G, 
B. Jackson, a t the corner of Oak and 
7tli streets, he saw quite a volum e of 
smoke and a sm all flame issuing from a 
crevice in the roof.

Fires have swept the south-east bank 
for several miles, and southward into the 
country for a long distance. The whole 
of towns 45-30 beyond Whiteley’s, and 
two townships north-east are swept over 
and everything destroyed except what 
the settlers have saved by fierce fighting. 
The burned area is twelve to fifteen miles 
square. 
The German settlement about 
Horseshoe Lake including the claims of 
Klenim, 
Ludwig, 
Fisher and 
John 
Schinit had the most trouble. 
There 
was considerable good pin® about there 
and it bas been extensively injured. 
But 
the river bank fire was most destructive 
and scarce any thing is left, of ties, 
wood and logs for the four miles south 
from Toronto’s, on this side. G. 8. Can­ 
field has suffered most, losing upward of 
200 cords of wood and over 1,000 ties, 
many of them white oak. 
Most of the 
Gorman ties cut and ban ked last summer, 
but belonging to E. C. Long A Co , are 
burned, also a considerable number of 
ties belonging to the Manitoba road, 
made by Brainerd parties; the Minneapo­ 
lis Northwestern Lumber Company lose 
some pine logs. 
Up to last night the 
fires were still burning far away, extend­ 
ing slowly toward Deerwood station, 
it 
is so dry that the swamps are no assist­ 
ance to checking the flames, which leap 
across in Hie tall grasses even where 
water is plenty underneath. 
Rain is 
greatly needed, and only that eau effect 
ually check the fire.
